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Thanksgiving, True and False 


“I will praise the name of God with a 
song, and will magnify him with thanks- 
giving,” Psa. 70:30. 


By the time this issue of the paper 
reaches you we will be making prepara- 
tions for another Thanksgiving Day. The 
idea of thanksgiving is very old. It goes 
back to the most primitive time. The 
Egyptians, Jews, Greeks, and Romans, all 
held festivals of thanksgiving. These days 
were celebrated with sacrifices, prayer, 
and singing. Throughout European his- 
tory they celebrated a thanksgiving day. 
It is said that Caesar took a great part in 
the celebration in Rome. Elizabeth of 
England celebrated many such occasions. 
The early Church, it is said, set apart cer- 
tain days for thanksgiving and praise to 
the Lord for His blessings and favors to 


them. In Leyden, Holland, on Oct. 3, 
1575, there was a siege of the city by 
Spaniards. At this time many Pilgrim 


Fathers lived in Holland and they estab- 
lished a thanksgiving custom after this 
awful siege. It is said that the celebration 
in Holland furnished the immediate pro- 
totype for the American Thanksgiving. 


We find from reading Lev. 7:12 that 
the descendants of Abraham, after pos- 
sessing their land, established a thanks- 
giving, sacrificial service. In fact, the 
Jews put great stress on thanksgiving and 
praises to God. It is true that they final- 
ly became formal and entered into these 
services in a mechanical way and did it 
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because it was a custom, and really left 
off the genuine praise and thanksgiving 
to God. Nevertheless, the records show 
that the civilized world has always put 
forth some effort to show their apprecia- 
tion for God’s bountiful hand. We feel 
that the American Thanksgiving today 
has drifted into these forms and the 
greater part of the people celebrate with 
drinking and revelry. We are sure that 
God is not pleased with this kind of a 
celebration, 


American Thanksgiving dates back to 
the Pilgrim Fathers. After their unpleas- 
ant and perilous journev and_ the en- 
counter with the red man, one year es- 
pecially, their gardens yielded an abun- 
dant supply of pumpkins, potatoes, In- 
dian corn, and other vegetables that were 
grown at that time. The Pilgrim Fathers 
were strict Christians and they felt that 
God should be thanked for this abundant 
yield, and too, the red man had been at 
peace with them that year. We learn 
from reading the records that they in- 
vited their Indian friends to celebrate 
with them. The Indians did not like the 
way the Pilgrim Fathers prepared their 
food and after eating some of the things 
that were prepared, the Indian chief took 
his great hunters and went into the for- 
est. They came back with an abundant 
supply of venison, turkey, buffalo, and 
many animals and fowls roo numerous to 
mention, prepared them in their usual 


way, and invited the Pilgrim Fathers to 
the feast. 


Think of those precious people ll 
alone so far as relatives, friends, and 
loved ones were concerned, in a new 
country, surrounded by hundreds of the 
red men, celebrating Thanksgiving Day, 
honoring God for His protection and care 
over them. No doubt the Indians knew 
but little about the Pilgrims’ God. I 
imagine those prayers were coming from 
sincere hearts and I have wished many 
times I could have heard some of them. 
This vast country was not known to 
them at that time but they knew God 
and their hearts were going out to Him, 
not only for food but for protection. 
From this Thanksgiving Day it became a 
custom to set apart one day in each year 
for thanksgiving. The second national 
Thanksgiving Day was observed Nov. 26, 
1789, by a proclamation of Washington. 
The third national Thanksgiving Day, 
of November 1863, was established by 
Abraham Lincoln. Previous to this 
Thanksgiving Day they had had Thanks- 
giving Days occasionally when great 
prosperity prevailed over the country. It 
was finally decided by the leaders of our 
nation that the last Thursday in Novem- 
ber would become a national Thanksgiv- 
ing Day. 

When we think about the prosperity of 
the country, the great deal of grain,

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Thanksgiving is a Duty

“It is a good thing to give thanks un- 
to the Lord, and to sing praises unto thy 
name, O most High: To shew forth thy 
lovingkindness in the morning, and thy 
faithfulness every night,” Psa, 92:1, 2. 

What trait of character is more beau- 
tiful than gratitude, and what baser than 
ingratitude? Of course to be grateful or 
show gratitude means to be thankful for 
blessings or favors received, and ingrati- 
tude means unthankfulness. If we have 
received a blessing or favor from God or 
from a friend or loved one, it is certain- 
ly our duty to be thankful and to show 
our gratitude. A person who would ac- 
cept a favor and then be so ungrateful 
as not to render any thanks for same, 
would surely be of the baser class. Even 
the brute beasts are created with an in- 
stinct to show their thankfulness for fa- 
vors received. Give a dog a piece of 
bread and he will wag his tail as a sign ot 
his thanks. The cat will purr and rub his 
soft fur against you when he is about to 
receive something of your hands. Still 
there are human beings with souls and 
nearer akin to God than any of His crea- 
tures, who are so selfish that they will 
accept all the blessings and favors they 
can get and then show a spirit of in- 
gratitude. Shame on us who would do 
such a thing! 

Paul tells us in Ephesians to not let 
foolish talking nor jesting be named 
among us, but RATHER GIVING OF 
THANKS. I feel my soul tilling with 
joy and praise and thanksgiving as | 
write and God forbid that I should ever 
use my time for foolish talking or jest- 
ing when there is so much that we can 
use our time praising God for, giving 
thanks to Him and to our friends and 
loved ones for the comforts and blessings 
of this life. If we will praise God as we 
should, and use our lips to speak words 
of appreciation and encouragement, we 
will not have any time left for foolish- 
ness. 

Right at this point I would like to say 
a few words that I feel might help some 
who have been unthoughtful, and not by 
way of criticism. A few nights ago I sat 
in church before the service began and 
right behind me were three young men. 
My heart was grieved as I heard them 
joke and carry on so much foolishness, 
and though I could not hear what 
others were saying, I know that God was 
not pleased with the general disorder in 
the church, especially among the young 
people. After the service had started and 


the singing was over, a chance for testi- © 


monies was given. Some of these same 


young people got up and testified to vic- 
tory in their souls and | sat and won- 
dered. Now these were just young people 
and maybe they hadn’t thought seriously 
of what they were doing. I do not say 
thar they are not saved, sanctified, and 
filled with the precious Holy Ghost, and 
by their testimonies they seemed to be 
happy and have victory in their souls, 
but how long can they continue in such 
a state when their souls are not being fed 
on things that are holy and spiritual? 
Foolishness, joking, and jesting do not 
feed the spiritual man. Our souls will be- 
come lean because of such. And young 
people are not all the ones who do this 
unwise thing. I have seen some of the 
older ones setting poor examples. I say 
this with love in my heart for your souls 
and mine and for God and His cause in 
this world. Don’t you forget, somebody is 
watching our lives and somebody will be 
influenced. I am not one who believes 
that young people can do so many things 
and get by just because they are young, 
and I never have felt that way about it. 
How much better it is when we spend 
the golden moments of time partaking 
of those things that will uplift our’ souls 
and be a blessing to others. Praise and 
thanksgiving certainly are in order, not 
only on Thanksgiving Day but every day 
and night of the year. 

Thanksgiving is an offering to God 
thar pleases Him better than a sacrifice. 
“Offer unto God thanksgiving; and pay 
thy vows unto the most High: And call 
upon me in the day of trouble: I will de- 
liver thee, and thou shalt glorify me,” 
Psa. 50:14, 15. “I will praise the name 
of God with a song, and will magnify 
him with thanksgiving. This also shal] 
please the Lord better than an ox or bul- 
lock that hath horns and hoofs,” Psa. 69: 
30, 31. 

If we offer unto God thanksgiving and 
pay our vows to Him, then we will not 
be ashamed to call upon Him when we 
are in trouble for He has promised us 
that under such conditions He will de- 
liver us, that we might glorify Him.

1. The sacredness and worth of secret 
prayer appears when we consider the fact 
that it is entered into for the sole ob- 
ject of contacting God and of obtaining 
His favor. Selfish, sinful and unrepent- 
ing men do not thus seek the presence 
and favor of God. 

2. In prayer with God alone it is easier 
to get the heart and mind away from 
earthly and sinful things and directly 
upon Him who is the object of our wor- 
ship. There are so many things in the 
world that attract the attention and di- 
vert the mind and thoughts of the true 
worshipper of God. It is blessed to come 
apart and meet Him entirely alone. 

3. Secret prayer should be practiced by 
the Christian regularly each day. The 
prayer of David was “Evening, and 
morning, and at noon, will I pray, and 
cry aloud.” Psa. 55:17. This is a great 
antidote for backsliding. It is the pre- 
paration for every duty, it is the remedy 
for every ill. No Christian need expect 
to live the life and make any strides for 
God who neglects prayer. 

4. The outward testimony and service 
of the Christian in general depends on 
his secret prayer life for effectiveness. 
The more careful and continued attention 
given to secret devotion, the more bless- 
ing and fruitfulness in life and service. 

5. Note especially that the growth in 
grace and the general advancement of 
each individual depends on secret prayer. 
This is the place of growth and enlarge- 
ment and not out in public. It is the se- 
cret walk with God that makes the pub- 
lic life, testimony, and service count. 

If you have not been accustomed to 
praying and waiting before God in se- 
cret determine to do so. Set apart a peri- 
od for this purpose. You can find the 
time. It will be worth while. It will make 
all of your life and ministry worth in- 
finitely more than it ever has been.

Beloved Co-workers: Greetings in the 
name of Jesus.

We 
have had two baptismal services at head- 
quarters since Brother Ingram was with 
us, each time four following the Lord in 
baptism. Three of these are Bible School 
students, one of them having been saved 
and filled with the Holy Spirit since com- 
ing to the school. The other two are from 
a place where we have no work at pres- 
ent and are living in the midst of Roman 
Catholics.

we realize that no human council has de- 
vised these good things burt this boun- 
tiful supply is due to the providence of 
the most high God.

The inhabitants of America should be 
grateful to God for His bountiful sup- 
ply and we feel that all the citizens of 
this country should have at least enough 
of this abundant yield to sustain life. 
Many families today are living in little 
tin shacks in the woods around cities, in 
extreme poverty. They are supposed to 
be on relief but they are not getting 
enough food to nourish their bodies.

We feel 
that along with our praise and prayers of 
thanksgiving to God for the peace of our 
country and for the great blessings that 
He has poured out upon us, we should al- 
so remember these that are not so for- 
tunate and pray that some provision may 
be made that they may have food and 
clothes. 


Never has there been so much distress 
among the poorer class of people. It 
seems that there is no place for them any 
more in the shops and mills and on the 
farms.

he rented a crop and agreed to work for 
the man who owned the land all the time 
that he was not working in his own crop. 
The man had him to turn and plant fif- 
teen acres and when he asked for the 
team to prepare the land that he had 
rented, the man abruptly told him that 
he had no land for him to cultivate. This 
poor man got permission and built him a 
little tin shack in the woods and moved 
in there without anything to do. His fam- 
ily is undernourished and he can’t secure 
any work. I suppose that the conditions 
around this city are the same as in other 
places. It is time for us to pray for God 
to help these poor, misfortunate ones. 
Think of this family with no clothes to 
go to church, there in that little tin shack 
in poverty. They can hear the tolling of 
the church bells in the town but on ac- 
count of their poverty-stricken condi- 
tion they are not able to go to church. 

Think of America with her bumper 
crop of grain, cotton, and meat, and yet 
millions are on starvation. There is some- 
thing wrong somewhere. It seems that 
the authority should gather up this sur- 
plus in every section and see to it that 
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these poor people have something to eat 
and wear. Greed has taken possession of 
our beloved country. Products are con- 
trolled by the markets. Gambling goes on 
and consequently for the hope of gain 
the stock markets are controlled, and 
through this evil practice thousands are 
deprived of their part in this great yield. 

It seems that no one can find a remedy 
that will get to the needy these supplies 
that are being hoarded up in warehouses 
and selfishly used for gain. 


THE TEST OF TRUE THANKS- 
GIVING 


I am afraid that only a small per cent 
of the citizens of America will keep this 
day according to the way in which God’s 
Word provides. Think of the thousands 
who will have their feasts, and many of 
them will use beer and wine and in a 
pharisaical way they will keep this day 
that has been set apart for true heartfelt 
thanksgiving. They seem to think but 
little of the responsibility of helping 
others. In fact, they have no insight of 
the needs of suffering humanity and will 
put forth no effort to divide the bless- 
ings they have received from our heavenly 
Father, with those that are naked, poor, 
and starving. I wonder if this is the way 
God would have us celebrate this day. 

Beyond any doubt we are by far the 
richest nation on earth. There has been 
gathered from the fields of our American 
country millions of dollars worth of pro- 
vision, and prices have been put on it 
that takes all the wages the poor earn for 
a meager living. As we have said, millions 
will not have enough bread to eat on this 
day that is set apart to thank God for 
His blessings and favors. Our people have 
better educational facilities and greater 
opportunities for advancement than any 
other nation today and yet there is such 
a burden of taxes and other things that 
so distress the people until I am_ sure 
God is not pleased. 

True thanksgiving, in my judgment, 
consists of gratitude out of a pure heart, 
and an attitude toward a God of love and 
adoration for the good things He has pro- 
vided for us. No one can have this at- 
titude without feeling a burden for those 
who are in distress. We do not believe 
that those who are not touched with 
God’s love and power can really have the 
spirit of true thanksgiving.

After all, love is the 
thing that prompts us to thank God and 
without this true divine love, it is im- 
possibe for us to consider as we should 
the needs of our neighbor, and our neigh- 
bor is always the one who needs help. 

We believe that thousands of earnest 
Christians will celebrate this day in that 
way that will be pleasing to God, while 
on the other hand millions will be world- 
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ly, selfish, and careless, and only for the 
feast of good thanks that they have will 
they really show any appreciation. If the 
millions of dollars that will be spent by 
those who already have plenty, could be 
divided and given to those who haven’t 
anything, I believe this would be the 
spirit of true thanksgiving. We are look- 
ing forward to a time when we wiil have 
this true spirit of worshipping and giv- 
ing among all the nations, but that will 
be during the chousand years’ reign.

We do feel that God has 
lifted us from sin and disgrace and has 
placed our feet on the solid rock, these 
are the things that should make our hearts 
glad, but we should remember that it is 
not by any good deed that we have done 
but by the mercy and love of our Savior 
that we receive these good blessings. 

In many homes and festival halls, the 
moral laws will be broken and many sin- 
ful things will be practiced and we feel 
that this is a dangerous attitude. We 
read of a great king who gave a greaz 
feast to the thousands of his lords and in 
his drunken revelry he used the golden 
vessels of the house of God that his 
grandfather had brought away with the 
captives. History tells us of the awful 
condition of this feast, how lust and 
greed had gotten hold of the hearts of the 
lords of this ungodly king, and how that 
their beautiful women were disgraceful- 
ly presented to these hardhearted, drunken 
advisors. But all at once a handwriting 
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was presented on the wall. There was a 
man in that kingdom that had been faith- 
ful, just one that was mentioned on this 
special occasion, and when a search was 
made to find somebody to comfort and 
advise, the mother of this king told him 
to send for Daniel, that in the past he 
had been able to give advice to his fore- 
fathers.

great blessings. We have plenty and to 
spare. Every man, woman and_ child 
should have plenty to eat and wear, but 
the great problem is getting it to them. 
May God help us to realize just what we 
ought to be and have that righteous at- 
titude toward God and toward His fel- 
low creatures that will command His fa- 
vors and cause Him to continue our lib- 
erty as a nation and our prosperity that 
is so important. I am rot a pessimist but 
God’s Word is certainly being fulfilled 
and if there ever was a time when we as 
a nation should cry out to God it is 
now.
